1 am still very far from admitting 
thai he was right, but I know well 
enough what he meant. Every man 
knows, who has ever been responsible 
for a piece of work or hud to meet 
a pay roll. 

Recently another friend of mine 
built a house. The money to build It 
represented a difficult period of suvlug 
on the part of himself and Ills wife; 
It meant overtime work and self-de- 
uiul. and extru effort in behalf of a 
long-cherished dream. 

One day when the work was well 
along he visited It, and saw a work- 
man climbing a ladder to the roof with 
a little hunch of shingles in his 

"Look here." the foreman 
"can't you carry a whole bundle of 
shingles?" 

The workman regarded him sullenly. 

"I suppose I could." he answered, 
"If 1 wanted to bull the Job." 

By "hull the Job" he meant "do an 
honest day's work." 

At 10 o'clock one morning I met still 
another man in his office In New York. 
He was munching n sandwich and 
gulping a cup of coffee which his sec- 
retary had brought In to him. 

"I had to work late last night," he 
said, "and meet a very early appoint- 
ment this morning.
